IT  is  now  univerfally  known  that  the 
Baume  de  Vie ,  taken  two  or  three  fpoon- 
fuls  a  day,  has  cured  difeafes  the  mofl: 
inveterate,  inflammatory,  complicated  and 
extraordinary.  Befides  the  common  me¬ 
thod  of  taking  it,  I  have  lately  obferved 
that  it  has  produced  the  mofl:  falutary 
effects  by  giving  it  in  clyfters  $  which  is 
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done  by  putting  a  ipoonfnl,  or  more  if  that  is 
not  found  to  anfwer  the  end  effe&ually,  in 
half  a  pint  of  warm  milk.  This  is  more  parti¬ 
cularly  requifite  in  all  inflammatory  di (orders, 
when  it  is  of  the  utmoft  corflequenLe  to  keep 
the  body  free. 

The  beft  time  and  manner  of  taking  it  in 
general,  is  in  a  cup  of  milk,  or  milk  and 
water  warm,  with  a  fpoonful  of Baume,  before 
breakfaft  and  before  flipper.  The  quantity 
can  never  do  harm  ;  and  fo  far  from  heating, 
the  more  inflammatory  the  cafe  is,  the  dofe 
ought  to  be  doubled  and  tripled  even  to  the 
quantity  of  a  bottle  a  day,  without  any  pof- 
fibility  of  being  hurt  by  it:  And  it  may  be 
taken  at  any  time,  when  the  patient  finds 
himfelf  indifpofed.  It  is  indifputable  that  it 
is  not  only  the  greateft  reftorer  of  a  left  ap¬ 
petite,  but  facilitates  digeftion  beyond  ex- 
preffion.  In  all  cuts,  bruifes,  burns,  or 
icalds,  it  is  unparallelled  :  and  that  it  is  the 
greateft  fpecific  in  all  putrid  cafes,  by  internal 
and  external  aplication,  has  been  proved  in 
Lotidon,  under  the  infpedtion  of  the  firft  of 
the  faculty,  where  all  other  means  were  in- 
eiTecftual.  Facfts  are  uncontrovertible  5  and 
on  the  ftrength  of  thefe,  this  remedy  is  now 
given  to  the  public. 

In  taking  the  Baume,  it  isadvifeable  to  drink 
of  fome  fmall  liquor  j  nothing  fo  good  as 

weak 


weak  broth,  which  helps  to  bring  away  the 
humours,  which  the  Baume  detaches. 

Injections,  compofed  of  an  equal  qauntity 
of  Baume  and  warm  water  are  neceffary  for 
the  fluor  albus,  gonorrheas,  and  ulcers  or 
fiftulas,  more  particularly  p  they  are  alfo  to 
be  made  ufe  of  for  internal  piles. 

Perfons  afflicted  with  the  gout,  or  rheu- 
matifm,  befides  the  internal  ufe  of  three  or 
four  fpoonfuls  a  day,  are  to  rub  the  part 
affeCted  with  the  Marc  of  the  Baume ,  and 
to  procure  more  immediate  eafe,  are  advifed 
to  apply  a  poultice  of  bread  and  milk,  with 
a  fpoonful  or  two  of  the  Marc  mixed  with  it. 

It  is  particularly  recommended  to  be  made 
ufe  of  at  the  turn  of  the  fmall  pox,  by  way 
of  lotion,  to  prevent  pitting  ;  the  method  of 
doing  it  is  by  mixing  the  Baume  with  an 
equal  quantity  of  warm  milk  ;  and  bathing 
the  parts  with  a  linen  rag  or  fponge. 

It  is  to  be  obferved,  that  in  all  inflamma¬ 
tions,  and  other  complaints  of  the  bowels, 
.where  clyfters  are  neceffary,  if  the  firft  clyfter 
does  not  produce  the  defired  effeCt,  it  is  to  be 
repeated  an  hour  after,  ftill  encreafmg  the 
quantity  to  two  or  three  fpoonfuls  or  more, 
it  neceffary. 

In  fhort,  this  remedy  may  be  ufed  indi£ 
criminally  internally  or  externally,  at  any 
time,  or  in  any  reafonable  quantity,  without 
the  lead  inconvenience.  The  public  are

On  the  Nature  arid  Effects  of  th  zBaumede  Vm 


r  i  ^Hfe  Baume  de  Vie  having beeli  ap* 
I  plied  to  difeafes  entirely  different 
from  each  other,  many  have  been 
furprized  at  the  aflertion  of  Mr.  Le  Lievre, 
that  it  may  fafely  be  ufed  in,  and  will  re- 
move  complaints  entirely  oppofite.  But  their 
aftonifhment  mu  ft  ceafe  if  they  pleafe  to  re¬ 
flect  that  every  internal  diforder  takes  its  rife 
from  the  ftomach.  Certain  it  is,  that  when¬ 
ever  that  part  of  the  human  frame  is  weak 
and  out  of  order,  we  become  a  prey  to  all

evils.  Out  aliments  grow  four,  are  corrupt¬ 
ed,  and  make  a  bad  ferment;  which  of 
courfe  caufes  a  bad  digeftion ;  from  which 
refults  a  bad  cjiyle,  afid  this  laft  forms  aftzy 
and  thick  blood,  deprived  in  part  of  its  fpi- 
rituous  and  balfamic  principles. 

Now  fuch  blood  conveyed  by  the  circula¬ 
tion  through  all  the  parts  of  the  body  with 
the  vital  fpirits,  mu  ft  occaiion  in  fome  of 
thefe  parts  obft  motions  ;  and  the  crude,  in- 
digefted,  glutinous,  acid,  or  fait  matters, 
the  produce  of  a  bad  ferment,  muft  there 
be  ftopt,  and  in  a  new  fermentation  to  open 
a  paflage,  turn  into  headachs,  fevers,  de- 
fluxions,  pains  in  the  ftomach,  diarrhoeas,  fluor 
albus,  cholieks,  gout,  palfies,  afthma,  &c. 

it  may  be  prefumed  then  with  the  greatefl 
likely-hood,  that  the  true  fpring  of  all  dif- 
tempers  is  to  be  looked  for  only  in  that 
noxious  leaven  which  fpoils  and  corrupts 
our  food,  and,  inftead  of  a  good  digeftion, 
conveys  nothing  hut  crude  and  nndigefted 
juices.  Whence  it  is  plain  that  to  remedy 
fuch  evils  the  only  means  are  to  find  out  a 
medicine  capable  of  anfwering  thefe  three 
effential  ends,  viz.  evacuating  fuperfluous 
humours,  hindering  the  formation  of  new 
ones,  and  fortifying  the  ftomach. 

Thefe  are  the  wholefome  effects  of  the 
Baume  de  Vie  ;  it  evacuates  gently  all  hete¬ 
rogeneous  humours,  reftores  the  ftomach  to 
a  proper  ftrength,  reanimates  nature  with¬ 
out  the  leaft  violence,  preserves  radical 
moifture,  quickens  the  circulation  of  the 
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blood,  abforbs  the  acid  and  acrimonious 
particles,  introduces  balfamic  ones,  and  re- 
eftablifhes  decayed  forces. 

Neither  is  it  furprizing  that  the  Raime  de 
Vie  fhould  fo  efficacioufly  operate  in  almoft 
every  one  of  the  diforders  incident  to  the 
human  body  >  it  is  compofed  only  of  inch 
things  as  are  moft  llrengthening  and  analo¬ 
gous,  to  our  nature,  and  thole  ftript  of  what¬ 
ever  is  terreftrial  and  heterogeneous.  No 
connoifleur  will  call  its  merit  in  question, 
when  upon  trial  they  find  that  its  principles 
cannot  be  feparated. 

This  reasoning  muft  acquire  both  light 
and  ftrength  from  a  reflexion  grounded  on 
an  eftabliftted  principle,  that  the  whole  mafs 
of  blood  paffes  thro*  the  heart  about  fix 
hundred  times  a  day. 

The  blood  in  our  body  we  may  look  upon 
in  the  nature  of  a  moft  rapid  ftream,  which 
divides  itfelf  into  a  million  of  large,  mid¬ 
dling,  frnall,  and  even  infinitely  fmaller  ca¬ 
nals,  through  which  is  carried  and  diftribut- 
ed  that  chyle  which  feeds  all  the  parts  of 
our  bodies.  If  by  the  badnefs  of  the  chyle 
this  blood  becomes  vifcous  and  depraved, 
the  ftream  in  its  rapid  courfe  muft  carry  and 
depofite  its  filth  in  the  rivulets.  By  that 
means  the  vefteJs  are  often choaked  up:  ob- 
ftruftions  neceflfarily  arife  in  fuch  parts,  and 
by  a  eonfequence  equally  certain,  thefe  parts 
Cannot  furnilh  to  their  ramifications  but  a 
vitiated  and  impoverilhed  blood;  hence  dif- 
C?ies  .of  all  kinds i 
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The  truth  of  this  principle  is  fofelf-evidenfc 
that  any  body  may  eafily  apply  it  to  particu¬ 
lar  cafes,  and  thus  bring  back  the  mo  ft  op- 
polite  difeafes  to  the  fame  origin.  For  in- 
ftance,  if  the  veffel  which  communicates 
with  the  lungs  is  foul  or  choaked  up  in  the 
manner  I  have  juft  now  explain’d,  the  food 
carried  through  it  cannot  butbe  very  unwhole- 
fome,  and  very  apt  to  taint  and  corrupt  them* 
and  in  time  beget  a  phthilic  or  confumption. 
If  the  veffels leading  to  the  liver,  the  fpleen, 
or  the  head  are  foul ;  this  foulnefs  will  create 
pbftrudtions  in  the  liver,  vapours,  megrims, 
&c.  nor  is  this  all,  for  if  the  matters  thus

ftopt  happen  to  ferment,  they  muft  natu-r 
rally  bring  forth  putrid  fevers,  import- 
humes,  nervous  complaints,  caries  in  the 
bones,  and  a  thoufajid  other  accidents.

I  prefume  to  fay,  that  we  have  proved  even 
to  demonftratiori  the  truth  afferted  above, 
viz.  that  almofi  every  internaldiforder  proceeds 
from  the Jlomach ;  confequently  to  attack  them 
with  fuccefs,  one  ought  to  do  it  in  the  fto- 
mach.  That  as  foon  as  a  medicine  fhall  be 
found,  whole  natural  effedts  fhall  be  to  im¬ 
prove  and  purify  the  chyle,  then  fhall  be  ob¬ 
tained  the  lure  means  of  carrying  through 
all  and  every  part  of  the  body  juices  adapted 
to  re-eftablifh  order  and  maintain  it. 

I  have  already  fpoke  of  the  edential  pro¬ 
perties  of  the  Baume  de  Vie,  fetting  forth 
that  by  its  conftituent  principles,  it  is  a  fo- 
yereign  reftorer  and  ftrengthner  of  the  ftomach. 
I  have  afferted  its  efficacy  ^in  moll  diftempers, 
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becaufelet  them  appear  however  different, 
yet  they  fpring  originally  from  the  fame 
caufe,  a  vitiated  itomach. 

If,  to  thefe  reflexions  offered  by  a  Ample 
theory  founded  upon  a  knowledge  of  the 
mechanifm  of  the  human  body,  of  the  true 
fource  of  the  various  diforders  that  affiid:  it, 
and  of  the  nature  of  thofe  ingredients  whofe 
principles  are  Axed  in  the  compofition  of 
this  medicine  ;  If,  fays  the  author,  to  thefe 
reflexions  you  add  the  light  of  experience ; 
if  you  pleafe  to  call  to  mind  with  what  an 
amazing  fuccefs  it  has  been  applied  in  the 
moll  oppoflte  lymptoms  *  will  it  not  follow 
that  this  almoft  univerfal  efficacy  which  I 
have  attributed  to  it,  is  not  a  paradox,  or  a 
fulfome  panegyric,  but  a  certain  and  incon- 
teftible  truth,  fupported  by  whatever  an  ex¬ 
perimental  obfervation  can  afford  moil  rea¬ 
sonable,  and  attefled  beyond  a  doubt. 

The  moll  eminent  phyficians'  in  France, 
and  fome  in  other  countries,  own  unani- 
rnoufly  that  the  Baume  de  Vie ,  as  compos¬ 
ed  by  the  Sieur  le  Lievre,  is  the  moll  power¬ 
ful  ftomachic  that  ever  appeared;  they  re¬ 
commend  and  even  prescribe  the  ufe  of  it 
to  their  patients.  Pretenders  to  phyfic,  or 
fuch  as  pra&ice  without  qualifications,  with

*he  bounds  of  their  criticifm,  their  incapacity 
in  the  fcience  of  phyfic  not  allowing  them 
to  carry  their  decifions  any  farther,  nor  to 
bring  any  reafons  of  this  vague  and  incon- 
fiderate  cenfure. 

Did  they  deferve  an  anfwer,  I  would  tell 
them  ;that  not  only  their  authority,  but  even 
fuch  arguments  as  they  may  think  fupported 
by  phyfical  knowledge,  fhall  never  be  able 
to  deftroy  the  authenticity  of  fadts  related 
and  attefted  from  fo  many  different  parts. 

Among  the  many  inftances  which  prove 
beyond  contradidtion  that  our  medicine  re¬ 
moves  even  the  raoft  inflammatory  diftem- 
pers,  without  overheating  the  patient,  it 
with  be  enough  to  fay,  that  it  has  been  ufed 
in  acute  fevers,  in  bilious  cholicks,  and  pleu- 
rifies  with  fpitting  of  blood  ;  and  that  per- 
fons  have  taken  very  large  quantities  in  a 
ihort  time,  even  to  fifty  bottles  in  fix  weeks, 
andhione  ever  complained  of  the  effedt  which 
ignorance  lays  to  its  charge.  On  the  con- 
tray,  any  perfon  who  fhall  find  himfelf  hot, 
or  otherwife  tormented  by  flatulencies  in  the 
rtomach  or  inteflines,  whether  occafioned 
by  want  of  a  proper  digeftion,  by  abun¬ 
dance  of  bile  or  flimy  and  vifcous  matter, 
will  experience  an  almoft  fudden  relief,  if 
they  take  in  the  morning  a  milk  clyfter  with 
one  or  two  fpoonfuls  of  the  Baume ;  and 
fuch  as  feel  acrimonious  humours  diflilling 
at  times  from  the  head,  may  be  eafed  by  a 
gargle  of  half  a  cup  of  milk  and  one  half- 
fpoonful  of  Baume . 
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That  a  medicine  of  fuchextenfiveufefhould 
be  cenfured,  is  no  wonder;  fome  have  con¬ 
demned  it  thro’  ill-will,  others  through  felf 
intereft ;  very  few  had  a  confcious  love  of 
mankind  for  their  motive. 

It  fcarce  became  known  by  prodigious 
cures  before  feveral  voices  were  raifed  to  de- 
ftroy  its  credit;  yet  the  declaimers  could 
affign  no  bad  qualities;  they  found  them-*- 
felves  reduced  to  that  Angle  objection,  it  is 
a  warm  kind  of  phyfick ,  However,  they  con- 
fefs  it  to  be  an  excellent  ftomachic.  Happy 
indeed  that  four  critics  dare  not  give  the  lye 
to  the  public  voice,  even  upon  that  article ; 
it  is  needlefs  after  fa  many  cures  to  anfwer 
Inch  a  lame  objedtion;  fince  experience  is  a 
much  better  way  of  proof  than  any  argu¬ 
ment.  Yet  as  many  chufe  to  have  the  one 
Supported  by  the  other;  I  will,  to  fadts,  add 
phy ileal  reafons  of  the  effedts  which  our 
medicine  can  and  really  does  produce. 

It  is  heating,  cry  up  the  critics,  there¬ 
fore  pernicious  in  inflammatory  diforders,, 
An  inflammation,  according  to  the  hypothefts 
they  have  adopted,  is  occafioned  by  Aery  par¬ 
ticles  in  the  blood  and  humours,  circulating 
with  them,  and  fometimes  flopping  in  cer¬ 
tain  parts  of  the  body,  where  as  theyfojourn, 
they  increafe  confiderably  the  motion  of 
thefe  fluids,  and  are  the  immediate  caufe  of 
fata]  diforders.  If  therefore  inftead  of  cooling* 

o 

remedies,  you  adminifter  others  that  are 
fpiritous  and  compofed  of  igneous  particles, 
it  is  no  lefs  than  adding  fuel  to  a  fire,.,  and- 
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giving  new  ftrength  to  an  enemy  making 
already  cruel  devaluations. 

This  way  of  ar/uing  might,  we  own,  im- 
pofe  upon  people  little  acquainted  with  phy- 
fick;  but  let  us  fee  whether  the  foundation 
that  fupports  it  is  aS  folid  as  it  is  fpecious. 
Which  is  the  true  caufe  of  inflammation  ? 
Is  it  to  be  afcribed  to  the  accelerated  mo- 
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tion  of  igneous  particles,  or  to  the  fubfiding 
of  this  motion,  that  is  to  the  obftacles  which 
thefe  pretended  particles  of  fire  meet  in  their 
way?  I  am  inclined  to  believe  the  laft  to  be 
the  caufe*  and  am  certain  that  many  phy- 
ficians  will  be  of  my  opinion,  if  they  pleafe 
only  to  give  a  little  attention  to  it. 

I  exped  to  be  looked  upon  by  others  as 
an  innovator,  one  who  attempts  to  overthrow 
a  favou/ite  hypothefis,  which  has  got  great 
credit  in  the  fchools.  I  am  eafy  enough 
about  the  confequence,  provided  I  have  that 
juftice  done  me,  to  be  read  with  fome  kind 
of  attention. 

Should  it  be  impoffible  that  the  hypo¬ 
thefis  of  inflammation  may  be  falfe.  No, 
even  the  greateil:  men  that  have  treated  the 
fubjed  were  not  more  infallible  upon  it  than 
many  others.  The  very  word  inflammation 
has  probably  formed  a  prejudice  capable  of 
deceiving  them  fo  as  to  take  the  effed  of 
inflammation,  /.  e .  the  inflammation  itlelf, 
for  its  caufe. 

In  effedt,  authors,  both  ancient  and  mo¬ 
dern,  tell  us  that  inflammation  has  its  name 
from  F lamm a y  as  if  they  meant  that  fire  is 

the 
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the  cahfe  of  it.  5Tis  in  this  manner  that  the 
learned  Boerhaave  fpeaks  in  his  Aphorifms. 

*c  The  inflammation  or  phlegmon  has  its 
*c  name  from  Fire,  beclufe  it  refembles  it  in 
its  caufe  and  its  effe&s.”  But  had  Boer¬ 
haave  properly  examined  the  progrefs  of  the 
inflammation  ?  No,  he  had  read  that  its  caufe 
is  fire,  he  had  obferved  the  effects  to  befimi- 
lar  enough  ;  and  has  been  (atisfied  with  that, 
hot  reflecting  whether  it  might  as  well  have 
another  caufe,  or  no. 

Mr.  Van  Swietem  who  has  given  us  finn¬ 
ing  lights  to  lead  into  the  oracles  of  Boer- 
haave,  walking  upon  the  fleps  of  this  great 
matter,  did  not  fcruple  to  embrace  the  fame 
opinion  ;  {hall  I  be  allowed  to  give  the  rea- 
fons  I  have  for  not  adhering  to  the  opinion 
tof  thefe  two  great  lights  of  phyfick  ? 

Had  any  body  afked  them,  what  are  thofe 
fiery  particles  which  gather  in  a  fixed  place 
of  our  body  ?  Could  all  the  depth  of  their 
genius  have  found  a  way  to  extricate  them- 
felves  out  of  the  perplexed  fituation  which  fo 
Ample  a  quell  ion  mu  ft  have  thrown  them 
into  ?  I  know  of  no  other  igneous  particles 
in  us  but  thofe  of  the  elementary  fire  which 
we  have  in  common  with  every  individual  in 
nature.  And  this  fire  never  is  by  itfelf  the 
caufe  of  any  inflammation. 

In  fupport  of  his  opinion  Mr.  Van  Swieten 
brings  an  example  which  is  no  way  conclu- 
five  in  his  favour.  “  When  a  man  in  health 
ec  (fays  the  learned  commentator:  in  Aphor. 
<e  126.)  prefents  the  upper  part  of  his  hand 
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i€  to  a  fire,  he  begins  to  feel  a  heat  greater 
s<  than  the  natural  one,  and  his  hand  be- 
“  comes  red  ;  if  he  brings  it  nearer,  it  fwells 
tc  and  is  painful  ;  nearer  ftill,  the  pain  is 
“  more  acute,  the  epidermis  raifes,  blifters 
*e  are  formed,  and  it  will  feparate  from  the 
“  fkin  at  leaft ;  the  aftion  of  the  fire  en- 
“  creating,  by  reafon  of  proximity,  will 
cc  burn  the  fkin  and  form  a  fore ;  fuppura- 

tion  will  intervene  to  feparate  the  dead  part 
“  from  the  quick. 

<c  Now  it  is  certain,  adds  the  fame  au- 
ce  thor,  that  an  inflammation  has  the  fame 
“  accidents  in  concomitance  and  in  the  fame 
4t  order,  for  if  it  attacks  the  back  of  the  hand, 
“  it  is  followed  by  heat  and  fwelling  with 
“  pain,  thefe  fymptoms  encreafe  in  propor- 
“  tion  as  the  ailment  is  more  confiderable  ; 
f<  if  the  progrefs  is  fuch  as  to  be  near  pro- 
<c  ducing*  a  gangrene,  the  epidermis  raifes 
ft  alfoin  blifters,  the  fcurfis  to  be  Separated 
“  by  fuppuration  from  the  quick;  at  iaft,  if 
“  it  goes  to  the  laft:  period,  all  the  parts  grow 
“  black  even  to  the  bone,  as  if  they  had  been 
“  reduced  to  a  coal  by  a  violent  fire.  Gan- 
“  grene  then  changes  its  name  into  that  of 
<c  Sphacelus. ” 

To  this  experiment  fo  conclufive  for  thofe, 
who,  as  it  is  commonly  faid,  will  fwear  in 
verba  Magijlri ;  I  anfwer  by  afking  thefe 
gentlemen,  what  muft  become  of  a  hand 
expofed  to  a  fharp  and  intenfe  cold  ?  It  will 
in  a  fhort  time  grow  red;  continuing  in  the 
fame  pofition,  the  perfon  muft  feel  an  inter- 
,  • '  nal 
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nal  heat  and  a  pain  in  every  refpedt  like  to 
that  which  is  produced  by  fire,  and  by  the 
inflammation  of  which  fire  is  the  fuppofed 
caufe;  if  the  hand  remains  longer  expofed, 
the  pain  will  increafe  with  the  {welling  ;  a 
gangrene  will  appear  at  firft  and  be  followed 
by  a  fphacelus.  I  might  then  conclude  from 
this  experiment,  that  cold  is  the  caufe  of  in¬ 
flammation  ;  and  that  fire  produces  it  by  ac¬ 
cident  only  in  the  fame  manner  as  all  exter¬ 
nal  bodies  will  do  when  they  are  hurt  fay 
ftriking. 

If  fire  is  not  the  immediate  caufe  of  inflam¬ 
mation,  what  is  ?  Read  Boerhaave,  and  you 
will  find  it  very  plainly  fpecified.  After  hav~ 
ing  told  us  that  fire  produces  inflammation, 
he  fpeaks  of  an  obftrudrion  of  the  arterial 
veflels,  but  looks  upon  it  as  the  effedt,  and 
not  as  the  caufe,  which  he  improperly  fup- 
pofes  to  have  before  ftated :  I  am  therefore 
apt  to  believe  that  this  pretended  effeft  is  the 
true  caufe  itfelf.  I  mean  this  obftruftion  of 
the  fmall  arterial  veflels  $  the  globules  of  the 
blood  mixed  with  grofs  and  vifcous  humours 
that  circulate  with  it,  and  retard  its  fluidity 
at  their  coming  into  thefe  pipes  :  the  veflel  is 
too  narrow  to  give  a  free  paflage  to  this  mix¬ 
ture  of  blood  and  humours,  it  dilates,  but  as 
it  cannot  be  ftretched  beyond  a  certain  mea- 
fure  of  extenfion  afligned  for  it,  the  particles 
of  this  mixture,  unable  to  make  their  way, 
will  fill  it  by  flopping  the  courfe  of  thofe 
which  circulation  brings  after :  thefe  laft, 
drove  by  others,  will  attempt  forcing  the  bar- 
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tier.  Hence  a  fwelling  in  the  orifice  of,  and 
in  the  very  veffels ;  fuch  a  ftagnation  caufes 
a  fermenting,  and  this  an  inflammation,  with 
all  the  attendant  fymptoms. 

The  truth  of  this  may  be  known  by  the 
frequent  and  more  fen  Able  beatings  of  the 
pulfe  in  inflammatory  difeafes.  The  fermenta¬ 
tion  fpreads  to  the  neareft  parts  by  the  reflux 
of  the  humours  tainted  with  it,  and  makes 
the  fluids  circulate  with  more  rapidity.  Boer- 
haave  himfelf  fays  it  in  Aphor .  120,  and  Mr. 
Van  Svvieten  confirms  it  in  his  commentary. 

This  motion  of  the  fluid’s  adting  with  force 
upon  the  folids  cannot  fail  exciting  a  violent 
heat,  and  of  courfe  a  pain,  which  is  the  re^ 
fult  of  an  unnatural  extenfion  of  the  parts. 
No  one  can  doubt  it  who  knows  that  two 
bodies  rubbed  againfl  each  other  will  grow 
hot,  and  even  catch  fire  if  the  collifion  is

carried  to  a  certain  degree  of  fwiftnefs. 

Here  then  is  the  true  caufe  of  inflamma-

tion ;  not  in  the  fire  which  concurs  to  it  only 
occafionally,  but  in  the  cold ;  in  the  coagu¬ 
lation  of  the  fluids  |  in  the  obftrudlion  made 
by  grofs  vifcous  and  coagulated  humours* 
which  hinder  circulation. 

The  nature  of  inflammation  thus  known 
and  dated,  let  us  fee  whether  the  ufe  of  the 
Baume,  cle  Vie  can  be  contrary  to  fuch  diftem- 
pers  as  proceed  from  it.  ’Tis  well  known 
that  fpirituous  and  inciflve  remedies  will  very 
quickly  make  their  way  through  even  th§ 
imailefl:  veffels  of  our  body.

nature  gets  rid  of  what  burdened  her ;  the 
Baume  by  its  purgative  quality  helps  to  drive 
out  the  enemy,  and  things  return  at  laft  to  a 
proper  ftate. 

How  oppofite  is  the  general  conduCt  in  ad- 
piiniftring  remedies  for  inflammatory  difor- 
ders.  Cooling,  emollient  potions  are  pro- 
fufely  given:  what  happens  from  this  treat¬ 
ment?  by  fo  much  cooling  and  relaxing,  the 
obltriiciions  that  were  to  be  remedied,  in- 
preafe,  the  patient  is  exhaufted  and  wafting. 
Then  recourfe  is  had  to  fpirituous  remedies, 
but  often  too  late  :  the  relaxed  veflels  cannot 
but  with  the  greatpft  difficulty  recover  their 
fpring. 

If  cordials,  and  corroborating  draughts, 
ate  attended  with  fuccefs,  it  is  becaufe  the 
relaxation  not  being  yet  brought  to  its  laft  pe¬ 
riod,  the  fpirituous  remedies  come  happily 
tioie  enough  to  reftore  life  to  the  languifhing 
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and  half  dead  parts  in  which  the  obftrudtion 
remained.  Thefirft:  ftepfhould  be,  to  remove 
and  evacuate  the  caufe  of  fuch  obftrudtions; 
and  for  this  reafon  the  Baume>  thoJ  under 
the  imputation  of  a  hot  remedy,  never  failed 
fucceedingin  the  moft  inflammatory  difeafes ; 
fuch  as  pleurifles,  peripnumonies,  or  any 
other,  where  it  is  neceffary  to  refolve,  eva¬ 
cuate  and  confolidate.

Let  thofe  who  fpeak  thus,  refiedl,  that  I

A  gentleman  by  accident 
hearing  of  his  cafe,  and  defirous  of  making 
new  experiments  of  the  efficacy  of  the  Baume , 
from  which  he  had  obferved  the  mod  mira¬ 
culous  effects,  and  which  he  confeffes  he 
never  faw  given  in  vain  ;  fent  two  bottles  to  a 
friend  of  his,  who.  lived  near  the  patient, 
who  he  deflred  would  particularly  attend  to 
the  progrefs  of  the  cure.
